ForMiddleEast 

The World Student Service Fund 
Is, for the "first time, including the 
Middle East In Its relief program. 
The program consists of establish' 
Ing centers for student activities 
with the purpose of providing 
living accommodations and centres 
for international student activities. 

Mr J. T. Harris, associate World 
University 'Service secretary said, 
after visiting several university 
centres in the Middle East, that 
Hostel projects are particularly 
Important as means of providing 
inexpensive living quarters for 
needy and refugee students. Accom- 
modations of this type arc planned 
by the Egyptian W.U.S. Committee. 
These consist of a series of' ten

as sleeping, quarters with 8 to 10 
beds in each, one is a library and 
reading room and another as a 
recreation center. Dining room and 
office facilities make up the rem- 
ainder of the buildings which 
would accommodate 50 students. 

The establishment of a W.US. 
Field Office in the Middle East will 
provide, in addition to student 
centers, financial assistance to 
refugee , students in Syria and 
educational equipment to Israel 
Syria.

Excess Specialization Is Mediça 
Profession Problem Says Doctor 





' ."Specialization that has been do- 
minating the medical profession 
has caused doctors to gaze at their 
patients only through the eyes of 
their specific fields of research. 
This is the problem which has fac- 
ed the medical, profession the last 
ftfty years,"- said Dr. Bernard B. 
Raginsky in his address to the 
pre-Medlcal Society; yesterday. 

The. solution," said Dr. Ragin- 
sky, "is In à true understanding of 
the patient as a complete unit. This 
appreciation of patients is a major 
fjetor In the field of psychosoma- 
tic Medicine. The study of human 
beings has been broken down Into 
several components which have as- 
sumed too much Importance as sep- 
arate studies. Anatomy, physiology, 
biochemistry, etc. are important 
. within themselves but it should be 
' remembered that they are subor- 
dinate to Psychosomatic Medicine 
which takes all these fields into 
consideration as well as the per- 
sonal understanding ot the human 
being. 

/ i Dr. Raginsky, who graduated 
^ from McGUI in Médecine In 1927 
and Is now Associate Physician in 
Médecine and Neuropsychiatry at 
1 Montreal's Jewish General Hospi- 
tal, continued his talk on psycho- 
somatic médecine, discussing the 
four pillars of a normal personality. 

A normal personality i.s com- 
posed of the absence of symptoms, 1 



that is, the absence of physical 
pains etc. The ability to make de 
clsions without procrastination and 
constant work are both important 
factors as well as loving someone 
else besides yourself. 

What Is neurosis? Dr. Rasinsky 
said that a neurotic behaves un 
ncturally to a situation but this is 
due to an unconscious training 
rather than ' hereditary factors, 
these emotional factors increase 
Neurotics are emotionally sick and 
disease.

American prisoners of war in 
Korea. In the meantime, some 
Congress members demanded 
atomic revenge against the Chim 
Reds. 

Expressions of indignation and 
horror came from delegates to the 
United Nations, General Assembly 
in Paris,' coupled with demands 
for U.N. counter action. Mean- 
while Communist negotiators de- 
nied Thursday they sought a cease- 
fire in Korea before the formal 
signing of an armistice, but con- 
tinued to insist that the United 
Nattons agree to a provisional stop- 
shooting line now.

U.of M. Shuffle Due To 
Student Dissatisfaction 



Because the former editors did 
not give the students what they 
wanted the editorial staff of Lc 
Quartier Latin was dismissed, ac- 
cording to Jean Noel Rouleau, 
president of the student association 
at the University of Montreal. Rou- 
leau said this in a statement de- 
signed to clarify conflicting re- 
ports of the Issues behind the fir- 
ing of the editors of the student 
newspapers' at a meeting ot the 
students association. 

The story of the dismissal was 
first reported by The" Dally and 
then picked up and amplified by 
several other newspapers. These 
later stories implied that the rea- 
sons behind the firing -were mainly 
concerned with the treatment of 
the Royal Visit to the University 
of Montreal by Le Quartier Latin. 
In an Issue following the visit, the 
paper published .several articles 
criticising the motives behind the 
visit as well as several satirical sto- 
ries and cartoons. It was mainly to 
deny that^ this issue of the paper 
was the cause for the dismissal that 
Rouleau Issued the statement 

Although The Daily mentioned 
In its first report of the event that 
criticism ot thé Royal Visit was 
involved In the firing, it said that 
no specific reasons were mentioned 
in the motion calling for the dis- 
missal. This information was 
obtained from students at the 
University who felt that Royal visit 
issue was In the minds of student 
delegates when the vote was taken.

Good Prospects 
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McGUI Placement Service Annual i 
Report Predicts Brighter Future 



Prosperity was the keynote of 
the 1050-1051 annual report of the 
McGlll Placement Service, sub- 
mitted by the director C. M. 
McDougal. 

The year was marked by a heavy 
demand for graduates with scien- 
tific training. In the field of engi- 
neering the supply was unable to 
meet the demand, although a sur- 
plus had previously been predicted. 
This situation was due mainly to 
the rearmament and defence pro- 
jects. 

e placement service provided

a total of 243 permanent positions 
of which ' 152 were in the field of 
Engineering. Approximately 48 
per cent of all applications for 
permanent employment were filled. 

The average starting salary for 
engineers was $260 a month, an 
increase of $25 over the previous 
year. 

Registration -for part-time em- 
ployment was lightly higher while 
the number of jobs available was 
increased by over 500. The bulk 
of casual jobs consisted of baby 
sitting and household chores, al- 
though there was the usual wide 
range in type of employment of- 
fered. Notable increases were seen 
in the tutoring field and the chauf- 
feur field. The part-time employ- 
ment situation is satisfactory, and 
has fallen into a regular pattern. 
Any student who must earn addi- 



tional funds can do so provided he 
is willing to undertake any type of 
work by the. Placement Scrvlci 
Last year over 3000 part time jot 
were provided during the year, ant? 
an Increase is expected for the pre- 
icnt year. 

The number of jobs for summer 
employment, increased by over 100 
while the number of applications 
Increased, only slightly. For both 
summer and permanent' employ- 
ment, the heaviest demand was in 
the field of engineering. In all fa- 
culties, a total of 443 students were 
placed out of 1413 applicants. Al- 
though summer Jobs were easier to 
find than in previous years, many 
students without special skills or 
technical training still had difficul- 
ty In obtaining remunerative em- 
ployment. 

A new plan is being considered 
tor surveying the general field of 
employment for. Job opportunities." 
This plan if adopted will be mora 
centralized with a few key groups 
replacing the many branch groups 
in operation. 

During its first four years of 
operation, the Placement Service 
has complied an Impressive record 
of registration and placement. The 
outlook for 1952 is brighter than it 
has ever been. From present indi- 
cations it appears that the demand 
for graduates will exceed the «up~ 
ply in nearly every field.

"Comparing the average comic 
strip to L'il Abner. is like com- 
paring an ordinary cocktail, to a 
dlppcrful of Capp's own Kicke- 
poo Joy Juice", Time notes. "Capp . 
tries to give his readers not only 
a dally belly laugh, satlricat 
Capplan comment on politics, sex. 
law enforcement, the housing 
situation and human rapacity, but 
surrealistic goblets of action, 
mystery, horror and adventure as. 
well." 

Capp, In his earlier days, at- 
tended a number of art schools 
In and around Boston— and left 
each one for- non-payment of 
fees. He then .headed for New 
York where, for several years, he 
did advertising work and car- 
toons while picking up much- 
needed experience. 

He * notes that he graduated 
from high school In Bridgeport, 
Conn, "after flunking Geometry 
1 nine times". î'Bul", he will 
hasten to point out, "this dis- 
taste for figures of a Euclidean 
nature did not extend to other 
kinds, as any . reader of Ll'l 
Abner can plainly see." 

American veteran amputees 
know Capp well as the author of 
a specially-prepared "comic strip" 
sequence entitled "Al Cap— by 
L'll Abner" In which Capp turns 
the tables and lets Dogpatchers 
tell the story of his life. The strip 
was widely distributed in veteran 
hospitals, as It vividly describes 
how Capp himself overcame the 
disadvantage of a leg amputation 
during his youth to lead, a nor- 
mal and highly successful life. 

While rttll in his 'teens Capp 
made « tour through the mount- 
ainous hillbilly regions of the 
southeastern stales— but wetiher 
or not he ran Into folks "conjurin* 
up a vision" as does- Mammy 
Yokum,* browin-g Klckapoo Joy 
Juice, ; of Dogpatch potency, or 
bohaving In any truly Dogpatch 
manner is highly problematical. 

And he certainly never ran Into 
a shmoo, or a kigmy, or a money- 
ha-tiai 

Of the Dogpatch dialect, accre- 
dited - by some to b e highly 
authentic hillbilly fougue, he has ! 
been known to comment that it

While still working on adver- 
tising and smalltime cartooning 
assignments Capp married ait 
student Catherine Cameron. They 
*ieve three .children today. • 

On Aug. 13, 1034, Ll'l Abner had 
Its. start in eight newspapers— at 
fifty dollars a week for its author. 
Today, Capp boacte 38 million 
readers, and an Income of more 
than a quarter mblllon dollars a 
year. 

Capp Hkës people and enjoys 
meeting them. Ahhough a strict 
teetotaller, he shows a liking for 
parties, and Is well-known and 
well received around the bright 
•pots of New York. Also he is 
fond of public appearances— may 
turn up anywhere from a Twenty 
Questions radio broadcast to a 
college Sadie Hawkjna Day race. 

"Know yo' all, wherefore and 
whereas., ah proclaims; Yo' gotta 
run-ketch or be ketched. 
Whereas, If yo' lays yo' pore 
achln' unmarried hsld In a ssck 
In Dogpatch; and whereas, If yo' 
Is .man or gal, hooman or other- 
wise: and whereas, If yo' ain't 
hitched to man, woman, anlmule, 
or post; then yo' Is ellglbull. Yo 1 
Just gotta run— yo' pore mlxzuble' 
onhappy fools, yore mlwuble un- 
married days Is over! Ah pro- 
claims these rules for Sadie Haw- 
kins Day. . . ." 

So spake Hekzehlah Hawkins, 
mayor of Dogpatch. In days that 
are long past. Having a homely 
daughter— Sadie— on his hands for 
longer than he "flggured he sught 
to' he reached for his shotgun 
and declared the rules of the 
game. 

Eligible bachelors of the com- 
munity were to line up— snd to 
run for the hills when he fired 
the first shot The seclnd . shot, 
seconds later, would send Dog- 
patch spinsters "ahootln* an' 
ahollerhv" In perault.

the pursuer and the entrapped. 

Then this fiend Capp stepped 
In and upset the balance of na- 
ture—he gave the diabolical 
scheme national and Internatlon- 
al publicity! . 

And In colleges and clubs 
-from coast to coast his new idea 
caught on— and Sadie Hawkins 
became- almost a nationwide 
event. 

— But the penalty for being caught 
was toned down— perhaps to a 
date for a big Sadie Hawkins 
Dance. 

And recently this primitive in- 
stitution that had: its. starting— 
as a gag— wncn Sadie "got her 
man" in the earliest of Capplan 
days, was said by an American 
newspaper to be "a November^ 
fixture so firmly entrenched In 
the Amerlcsn way of life that It 
would take an act of Congress to 
wipe It off the' books." 
, This, year, publicized through 
449 daily and 188 Sunday papers, 
Sadie Hawkins Day Is being prac- 
tised by some 60,000 groups and 
organizations from coast to coast 
—and la making Its first large- 
scale appearance on the campus 
of McGill. • 

As Capp's organizers expresses. 
It: "Like all good things, the Sa- 
die Hawkins legend - burst the 
bonds of make-believe and began 
to be enacted in real life... and 
has resulted In a new national 
holiday." 

Other Capp Institutions 

The Shmoo which, Capp In- 
forms us, Is to "return" Nov. 23, 
is another "good thing" that " 
mushroomed out of all propor- 
tions. Supplying goods to fulfil 
every human on earth... and, 
needless to say, man was far 
from content x • 

Man. personified by pig-like 
pork king J. Roaringham Fat- 
back, was unsatisfied to have 
merely his every need fulfilled 

— he wanted to have something 
more than someone else. So fat- 
back, ot save his crumbling pork' 
"empire ' — set out to extermin- 
ate the shmoo. And he succeeded 

— «Il «"«Pi two, which Capp 
houghtfully returned to the Val- 

ley of the Shmoon for possible 
future use - after he "married 
them up" following a Dogpatch 
Sadie Hawkins race. 

Philosophised Capp, through 
the lips of Li'l Abner, as tha 
shmoo temporarily returned to 
oblivion: 

."Folks don't need these ll'l 

th .biggest shmoo of all-th' 
e » rth - « Jest like these ll'l 
stimoos, It's ready t* give every- 
body ev'rythin' thev need! Ef only 
A, ■•««Min- an' a- 

grabbln'— they'd reellze thet this 
shmoo— th' earth-got plenty 0' 
ev'rythlng-fo' ev'rybodyl-then 
they d be ready for these ll'l 
shmoos— except (chucklel) then 
they wouldn't need •emlll" 

Then^nere were the klgmles, 
a different answer to an entirely 
different kind of problem: man's 
Inhumanity to man. 
„ N ? t '*?, ma '»y years ago. as" 
Uncle, Honeysuckle Yokum of 
Australia sauntered up to the 
gsllows for murder, he bequea- 



thed to mankind— and to one 



Abnor Yokum in particular— the 
sum ot fifty billion klgmlcs. The 
klgmy, "slobberln' fans" were 
Informed, was part fish (which 
enabled it to swim from Australa 
to North America) and, among 
other things, part football, which 
. enabled It tb be of its grestest 
service to mankind, 

Uncle Honeysuckle's peace plan 
was based on the belief that man 
does not necessarily want to live 
in peace— but would much rather 
kick something around provided 
that that something wouldn't kick 
back. 

It was noted that In Interna- 
tional affairs when you kick 
somebody you do get kicked back 
—and that, the late Honeysuckle 
felt, had been the cause ot all 
global (and local) strife. So he 
developed the Klgmy, -a creature 
whose sole delight was in being 
kicked and who nevet, never 
considered kicking back. 

Then there was the money-ha- 
ha, who wandered around gaily 
churning' but the currency of the 
country within the borders of 
which he happened to , be. He 
succeeded in disillusioning poor 
Pappy who staunchly maintained, 
as he stayed up nights to guard 
his new-found fortune, thst 
money.' of certainty, was "the , 
root ot all pleasure." 

Also Included In the array ot 
outside talent to strut across the 
Dogpatch stage was "B-69-0," an 
Ill-mannered youth from • the 
planet Plncus No. 7 who gave 
viewers a glimpse Into a higher 
cultural setting . . . and a group 
of three-headed individuals from 
out ot this world who took a crlt- - 
ical glance (aided somewhat no 
doubt, by thought penetrators 
and combination anti-gravity rays 
and marshmallow toasters) at the 
state of -Earth's affairs then 
hastily . returned to unidentified 
points In outer space. 
Dogpatch and, the Capplan World 
. .Come, what ' may, from 1 this 
world or from' another, Its been 
the traditional, overallcd figure of 
Ll'l Abner himself who has car- 
ried the strip through the years. 
Naive, credulous— but as honest as 
the day is long. 

His fans have seen him head for 
Washington.— Dogpatch's Senator 
Phogbound Introduced him to the 
' politics of the nation. To Lower • 
Slobbovla for several encounters 
with the wolf-bitten "pipple" of 
that snowed-in land. 

Abner's first trip to the Slob- 
bovlsn wastes gave the first big 
indication of the loyalty ot his 
American fans: Heading to the 




e years Abner has 
d to cold-hearted 
coons, radio and stage 
personalities, luscious females 
from every walk of life, football' 
coaches, broken-down cartoonists 

— no reflection on Capp himself 
who appears from time to time 
in the strip himself, and virtually 
every form of undesirable Indi- 
vidual to be found in the world 
beyond. Nol_to mention Dogpatch 
belles and murdering - Scraggs 
forever ready, when riot re- 
quires, to come knocking or bash- 
ing ' on the "Yokumses" cabin 
door. 

Through the panels of Ll'l 
Abner strips has. through the 
years, been reflected everything 
of which Capp has forcefully ap- 
proved or disapproved. 

Some criticize Capp for turning 
his writings — and he is prim- 
arily a writer — Into a means of 
expressing his personal griev- 
ances. Others recpgnlze him Ms 
a satirist fully equal to anything 
the U.S. has to offer today. Says 
Capp with reference to the strip: 
"No matter what else happens to 
me — I'm God himself when 1 
sit down at this drawing board." 
And he regard himselt as a com- 
mentator on the times. 

Why do people read Ll'l Abner? 
At least why does It attract 38 
millions? 

Psychologists have offered the 
suggestion that readers enjoy the 
feeling of superiority they gel on 
seeing Abner's childish innocence 

— complete naively. 

But perhaps they have learned 
to like the little characters -that 
sprint across the printed scene — 
to enjoy their adventures — and 
to know that there'll be a good 
chuckle waiting for them at the 
breakfast table each morning. 
For us that is enough. 

The Leges 

Sadie Hawkins Day was start- 
ed more than a dozen, years ago 
merely as a gag. It became a fad, 
progressed Into, a habit and now 
Is firmly entrenched as a part of 
the American way of life. 

It all came about through ultra- 
. drastic measures ' taken by . one 
Hekzeblah Hawkins, first mayor 
of Dogpatch, a • man who had 
more power than Boulder: Dam. 
He was determined to get a hus- 
band for his homely daughter, 
Sadie — the homeliest gal In all 
them hills. 

All the eligible males had 
eluded Sadie's clutches until 
Pappy Hawkins not only resort- 
ed to law, but wrote It himself. 
He decreed that a foot race be 
run between all unwed men and 
maidens, and tha tany man caught 
by a girl must marry her. Well. 
Sadie Hawkins showed a. burst 
of speed like a Jet fighter and 
got her man — and Dogpatch got 
a new holiday. 

Now, this simple legend wasn't 
confined to Dogpatch for long. 
Like all good things, It burst the 
bonds of make-believe, and began 
to be re-enacted in real life, and 
has recused in a new national 
holiday. 

College students, high school 
boys and girls, clubs, movie' audi- 
ences end even whole towns 
(some 50,000 groups and organiza- 
tions) are holding Sadie Hawkins 
parties, dances and special days 
and weeks,
